Resulting in Substantial Bodily Harm. Stokes was released to parole in 2013. He violated
and was returned to NDOC custody February 24, 2017. The Clark County Coroner
responded and an autopsy is being scheduled per NRS 209.3815. Next of kin have been
notified.
